Kennedy Troop 


Use Questioned

WASHINGTON (A P )—President 
Kennedy has sent troops into Ala­ 
bama under a federal law that 
Alabama 
Gov. 
George 
Wallace 
says violates an article of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


The U.S. 
Supreme Court evi­ 
dently never has fully tested the 
constitutionality of the law, which 
was passed by Congress in th e 
post-Civil War Reconstruction Pe­ 
riod. 


One reason, accordmg to an of­ 
ficial of the Justice Department, 
is that few Lawyers ever thought 
there could be anything unconsti­ 
tutional about it. 


The law is Title IO, Section 333. 
Paragraph I of the U.S. Code. 
Among other things, it says that 
a president may use federal troops 
or militia “ to suppress in a state 
any 
insurrection, 
domestic 
vio­ 
lence, 
unlawful 
combination 
or 
conspiracy” if this deprives “ any 
part or class of its people of a 
right, privilege, immunity, or pro­ 
tection named in the Constitution 
and secured by law.” 


Wallace 
argue 
that 
this 
act 
violates the Article IV of the Con­ 
stitution. He has hinted that he 
may take the matter to the feder­ 
al courts. 
Article IV says that the U.S. 
government, “ on the application 
of the legislature, or of the execu­ 
tive” of a state, may take action 
“ against domestic violence.” 
The Wallace argument is that 
Kennedy may not send troops into 
Alabama because neither the leg-! 
islature nor executive asked for 
them and that the federal law is 
unconstitutional because it gives 
the president powers that, accord- j 
ing to Article IV, he can use only 
when 
invited to do so by the 
state. 
But a lawyer in the Justice De­ 
partment said today that Article! 
IV does not prevent the president 
from acting under other articles 
of the Constitution, which guaran­ 
tee constitutional rights to Ameri­ 
can citizens.

post-Civil War Reconstruction P e­ 
riod. 


One reason, according to an of­ 
ficial of the Jxistice D epartm ent, 
is that few law yers ever thought 
there could he anything unconsti­ 
tutional about it. 
The law is Title IO, Section 333, 
P arag rap h 
I of the U.S. Code. 
Among other things, it says that 
a president m ay use federal troops 
or m ilitia “ to suppress in a state 
any 
insurrection, 
dom estic 
vio­ 
lence, 
unlawful 
com bination 
or 
conspiracy" if this deprives “ any 
p a rt or class of its people of a 
right, privilege, im m unity, or pro­ 
tection nam ed in the Constitution 
and secured by law .” 
W allace 
argue 
that

violates the Article IV of the Con­ 
stitution. He has hinted that he 
m ay take the m atter to the feder­ 
al courts. 
A rticle IV’ says that the U.S. 
governm ent, “ on the application 
of the legislature, or of the execu­ 
tiv e” of a state, may take action 
“ against dom estic violence.” 
The W allace argum ent is that 
Kennedy may not send troops into 
A labam a because neither the leg­ 
islature nor executive asked for 
them and that the federal law is 
unconstitutional because it gives

Republic, (A P)—Rumors mounted 
steadily

Haitian 
dictator 
Francois Duvalier planned to fly 
into ex ile today , the day his con 
stitutional term as president ends. 
to escape assassination. 
Duvalier had 
planned

by virtue of a 
rigged election two y ears ago. But 
rumors that he planned to flee 
mushroomed as opposition to his 
fear-ridden totalitarian regime in­ 
tensified at home and abroad. His 
underground enemies have vowed 
to destroy Duvalier today . 
The gist of the rumors was that 
Duvalier and his family would fly 
by Haitian air force plane to the 
Dutch island of Curacao, off Vene­ 
zuela, take an airliner to New 
York, and from New York travel 
to Europe.
